“We shall not fail to give the an- 
swer to our enemy,” declared Col.

Sweeping Social Reforms 


Urged by C.C.F. Speakers 
At By-Election Meetings 


A state health plan to provide all medical services, 
maternity care and hospitalization free; higher education 
for all students with the ability to warrant this education; 
free text books and supplies and the abolition of examination 
fees, the inauguration of a housing plan to provide homes at 
reasonable rental rates or fur purchase on eaSy terms at 
low interest rates were some of the reforms advecated by 
Elmer E. Roper, Co-operative Commonwealth Federation 
candidate, speaking at meetings held Friday evening at 
King Edward Park Community League hall, and at West 
Jasper Place school. “ 


Attendance at both meetings 
totalled 50, their being 30 at the 
West Jasper Place meeting, an 
20 at the King Edward Park 
gathering. 

He advocated also that the allow 
ance paid to widowed mothers be 
increased and condemned cabinet 
ministers and members of the 
legislature for voting increases in 
their indemnities by hundreds of 
dollars while permitting this class 
of society to maintain themselves 
on a mere pittance. 


FIGHT FOR PENSIONS 

Mr. Roper said he would fight in 
the legislature for the reduction of 
the old age pension age to 60 and 


also for an increase in the pension |

payable. 

Speaking on behalf of Mr. Roper 
at both meetings Ald. H. D. Ainlay 
said the C.C.F. is in favor of social 
dividends for the people, “but we 
believe that as long as we leave our 
natural resources and major indus- 
tries in private hands these social 
dividends are possible only through 


increased taxes.” 
Mrs. Edith Rogers, former Social 


Credit member for Ponoka, speak- | 


ing at the King Edward Park meet- 
ing, said she had come out in sup- 
port of the C.C.F, candidate because 
she firmly believed that the profit 
motive in industry was as great a 
ectriment to social security as was 
interest. She said the Social Credit 
party believed in the profit motive 
of private industry. 

She quoted at length from ex- 
tracts of evidence given before 
the Trueman senate committee in 
the United States in which it was 
revealed that certain big arma- 
ment companies had _ supplied 
guns and munitions to Japan, and 
had also withheld a synthetic rub- 
ber formula from American in- 
dustry while making it available 
to German interests. 

She added that if there had not 
been so much private capital tied 
up in rubber plantations in the far 
east that was making a profit ot 
more than 200 per cent, synthetic 
rubber would have been an estab 
lished industry in Canada and the 
United States today. 

Mr. Roper said we have an ex- 
ample in Edmonton of the benefit 
of public ownership. The publicly 
owned utilities bring to the city 
treasury six hundred thousand dol 
lars in profits each year in addition 
to four hundred thousand dollars 
in taxes. in spite of the fact that 
utility rates in this city are lower 
on the average than any place else 
on the continent, 

“This profit earned by our util- 
ities saves the taxpayers ten mills 
on their taxes, If the utilities were 
privately owned the six hundred 
thousand dollars which now go 
to reduce taxes, would go to a 
few rich men in Montreal or 
Toronto or New York and if we 
needed the six hundred thousand 
dollars to build schools or pave 
streets we would have to borrow 
it from the rich men who made 
the profits out of our utilities and 
pay interest on it for ever and 
ever, 


“If I am elected to the legislature 
I will urge at every opportunity 
that the development of the re- 
sources of this province should be 
by public ownership. If so large a 
benefit can be reaped in the limit- 
ed sphere of a municipality a much 
greater benefit can be derived from 


ja provincial-wide extension of the 
principle of public ownership. 


NOT VISIONARY 


| “Those who are describing aa vis- 
|ionary such proposals as free med- 
ical and health services should do 
some travelling ur read a book 
occasionally. The Hon. Walter Nasn, 
New Zealand minister to the United 
States, in a recent broadcast over 
the C.B.C. network, showed that all 
medical services, maternity care 
{and hospitlaization is free in that 
| country. It is absurd to say that we

I am inclined to think that 
the one reason why Canada is the 
most backward of all the modern 
nations is because there is such a 
proportion of our population which 
is still willing to be the tools of high 
finance and big business that they 
are blind to their opportunities. It 
is time that we aroused ourselves 
to the forces which are depriving 
the people of Canada of their birth- 
right, Mr. Ainlay stated. 


NOT IMPOSSIBLE 


“There are some people who will 
still say that state medicine is im- 
possible. Look around you. See the 
thousands of men and women in 
our armed forces who today have 
not only medical care but dental 
care as well. But you say this is 
war time and the country could not 
afford such service in times of 
peace. We are paying for the lack 
of such care, whether we know it or 
not. It is to a large degree due to 
the fact of the lack of such services 
that we have to refuse some forty 
per cent of applications for our 
forces in Canada. 

“We are today beginning to reap 
the harvest of tne depression 
years, Many of our young people 
got by With families on relief but 
their diet lacked many of the 
essentials, Teeth and other aii- 
ments were neglected because our 
people could not make use of the 
services they needed, Do you 
think you can avoid paying for 
this in either peace or war?” he 
asked, 


“The same condition exists in the 
field of education. I am free to 
admit that in this field the provin- 
cial government has done more 
than in any other in Canada but it 
is still far from enough. Education 
is not free in Canada, If you think 
so, ask the parents of those chil- 
dren who are unable to complete 
high school or even think of attend- 
ing university for lack of funds. We 
believe that these are institutions 
supported by the state and every 
taxpayer contributes to their main- 
tenance and then we say, You can- 
not send your boy or girl to them 
unless your scale of income is suf- 
ficient to meet the financlal de- 
mands. Every boy or girl who has 
the mental equipment necessary to 
benefit from the very best educa- 
tional training we can give them 
deserves to have it without a money 
consideration, 


“AYING STUDENTS 


“Why even today we are paying 
people in some courses to go to 
school. Some other countries have 
been doing that for years. Can we 
Say we are a democratic country 
as long as we build up a class soci- 
ety as far as higher education is 
concerned on a money basis? We 
believe that this is wrong and can 
and must be changed.

At a special meeting of the 
Edmonton public school board 
held Friday, members voted to 
insure all buildings and contents 
owned by the board under the 
Dominion government war risk 
insurance plan. 

Under the plan, the property must 
be insured 100 per cent, starting 
Sept. 15, 1942, at an annual premium 
of fifteen cents per one hundred 
dollars of value. The valuation of 
the board's property is estimated at 
$3,865,000. Chapman and Slesser will 
issue the policy. } 

The board also voted to take out 
a public liability policy with the 
Canadian Indemnity Company cov- 
ering the Edmonton school district 
No, 7, the individual members of | 
the board, the secretary-treasurer 
and the superintendent of schools | 
against legal liability arising by rea- | 
son of any act or omission on the 
part of any officer, servant or agent 
of the board while engaged in the 
conduct of the board's business in 
school premises or eisewhere. 

The coverage of this accident in- 
surance is to be $10,000 for accident 
to one person, and $20,000 total for 
any one accident, with a premium 
of five cents per pupil per annum 
or 12% cents per pupil for three 
years, the wording of the policy to 
be subject to approval before pay- 
ment of the premium.

These people are preparing now 
for after the war but not for a new 
order. Are the great masses of the 
people of Canada going to Jet them 
get away with it?

SEE DEPRESSION 


“On every hand I hear business 
men and others talk about the time 
when the depression comes. They 
take it for granted that such a 
condition will exist.

Axis forces in the middle east that 
is to be attempted, or whether a 
Japanese assault upon India to cap- 
italize on internal disturbances 
there is in the making. 

The excuse offered for the Wash- 
ington-approved British action was 
Japanese submarine activity off 
Madagascar and Japanese air re- 
connoitering over the island, Unless 
they came from the decks of car- 
riers in the Indian ocean those 
Nipponese planes could not have 
reached Madagascar. 


Their presence was a sure in- 
dication of threatening Japanese 
activities against the Allied sup- 
ply line round the Cape both to 
India and to Egypt and the mid- 
dle east. It warranted the Lon- 
don and Washington assumption 
that Vichy might be winking at, 
if not directly fostering, Axis ef- 
forts to set up secret Japanese 
submarine and air bases on the 
great French island, If so, Brit- 
ish action has gone far to scotch 
the plan. 

For India’s defence purposes the 
essential element of the Churchill 
review was his statement that no 
Indian unit of the army in India 
or elsewhere had been influenced 
by the civil disobedience campaign. 
He also paid highest tribute to the 
loyalty of the Indian police and of 
Indian officials generally. 


LESSEN U.S. CONCERN 

It was his purpose apparently to 
lessen concern’ in the United 
States as well as in the Empire as 
to what might happen in India. 
He is in a position to know more 
accurately what tne situation actu- 
ally is than coula be discovered 
from dispatches from India. His 
own political head might pay the 
price of misinforming parliament 
on so grave amatter The best any 
distant observer can do is accept 
the Churchill picture of India,

train, it is a good indication that 
you need glasses, or need te have 
the lenses changed. 

The patient with either high or 
low blood pressure will often suffer 
ftum waves of dizziness upon at- 
tempting to rise quickly to a stand- 
ing position after having been ly- 
ing cown, or after having heen sit- 
ting in a chair. When the biood 
pressure is too high, such dizziness 
will be quickly overcome as soun 
az the blood pressure is :educed 
to normal. When jaw blood pres- 
sure exists, it will take a much 
longer time to overcome this diffi- 
culty, in order to build the blood 
pressure back up to normal. 


Dizziness is often the result of 
indigestion and many patients who 
are conscious of digestive discom- 
fort, report that they suffer from 
waves of dizziness during the time 
that the digestion is disturbed 

Vertigo or dizziness is somctimes 
the result of a disturbance of the 
balancing mechanism within the 
ear, although this cause .s not so 
fregucni as some of the others | 
which I have already mentioned. 


Occasionally, a most persistent 
and troublesome form of dizziness 
is the result of an anxiety neurosis. 
The patient describes a particular 
kind of dizziness which sweeps over 
him with such compelling force 
that he believes he will surely fall, 
yet he never quite loses his equi- 
librium. Undoubtedly, this sy mp- | 
tom may prove very annoying; how- 
ever. the patient seldom se the | 
relationship between his ps) peel 
ical problem and the physical symp- 
tom of dizziness. 

If you are troubled with dizziness, 
the first thing to consider is whe- 
ther it could be caused from bil- 
liousness or from autointoxication. 
Try dieting to overcome these con-

Your Baby 
And Mine 


By MYRTLE MEYER ELDRED 

The importance of a baby's bed 
often is under-estimated. Babies 
cannot complain and they do sleep 
under the most discouraging cir- 
cumstances. But to develop lasting 
habits of sleep one must have a bed 
which kepes the baby comfortable 
as he grows in weight and increases 
in wakefulness. 

The first bed will be a small, 
cozy bassinet and these come equip- 
ped with mattresses which are 
heavy enough for the small light- 
weight baby. Any basinet or clothes 
basket is only usable for about 
three months for at the end of that 
time the baby will be hitting his 
arms and legs every time he moves. 
Such cramped quarters are un- 
healthful for the active child. 

The second bed had best be a} 
full-sized crib. The rungs should be 
close together so that baby’s head 
cannot be pushed between them 
and the composition of the bed is 
immaterial if its removable side 
fastens securely. Baby fingers are 
clever at unfastening and pushing 
down a side and many a fall results 
from such invastigation. 

There are all kinds of good mat- 
tresses, from cotton to hair to inner- 
spring. Obviously the better mat- 
tresses cost the most and if one had 
no other criterion of a mattress 
its price would be a guide. For all 
general purposes, where price is a 
consideration, the thick, well- 
padded, well-tufted cotton felt is a 
good choice. It should be neither 
the most expensive nor the cheap- 
est mattress. The cheap ones are 
too thin, grow lumpy and will not 
wear as long as the beri. They are 
not a good investment. Any mat- 
tress must be protected by a rubber 
sheet or other wet-resistant cover- 
ing and then over that there should 
be a washable, quilted covering. 
This should be washed dafly and 
any mattress needs a good airing | 
and sunning weekly. It should be 
turned daily. 

The baby does not need a pillow 
for the bed. He will sleep more 
quietly on a flat surface and small 
babies can pull pillows over their 
faces and smother under them. If at | 
three to four years the child wants 
a pillow give it to him. Not before. 

Heavy covers, such as quilts, rest 
heavily on the child's feet and offer 
too little warmth for their weight. 
A wool-filled comfort, or a light, 
all-wool blanket, make the best, | 
most desirable bed coverings. Later. 
when no covers can be kept on the 
child because he kicks them off, a 
sleeping bag over the heavy, footed | 
sleeper offers comfortable protec: | 
tion from the cold

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Why Stress Munitions? 


If anyone still thinks the directors of 
Canada’s war effart are putting too much 
emphasis on the production of munitions, 
and should cease expanding the output in 
order to draw more men into the fighting 
forces, he should note a statement made 
by the director of the Chinese information 
ministry, at London. 

In five years of war, Dr. Yeh stated, 
China has lost 6,000,000 men, and Japan 
2,500,000, 

Why the difference? Mainly because 
the Chinese had not the “tools” and the 
Japanese had them, Whatever other 
factors may have contributed to the ter- 
rible disparity, that beyond all question 
was the chief cause of it. 

Canadian munitions plants are saving 
the lives of Canadian soldiers and sailors 
and airmen—and the lives of fighting men | 
of the other Allied countries, Armies 
there must be, of course. and large armies, 
and Canada is doing its share to provide 
them; but the more planes and tanks and 
guns and ships we turn out the fewer men 
we and our Allies will lose. 


A Deserved Tribute 


In his broadcast Thursday evening 
Prime Minister King paid a well-deserved 
tribute to the peoples of the occupied 
countries for the resistance they made 
against the Nazi hordes who stormed 
across their borders in undeclared and un- 
provoked war. 

The peoples of those countries have 
not been given the credit that is their due. 
Partly because they could not resist suc- 
cessfully, nor even resist very long, and 
partly because the rush of events has kept 
world attention directed elsewhere. 

But what the Poles, the French, the 
Dutch, the Belgians, the Greeks, the 
Yugoslavs, the Czechs did must not be 
forgotten. They dared to fight when there 
could be little or no hope of defending 
themselves; and by so doing they gained 
some time for the more powerful nations 
now ranged against the Axis to get their 
armies mobilized and their war factories 
running, 

When the day of settlement comes 
these “little” peoples must get full justice, 
including the punishment of those re- 
sponsible for the outrages they have suf- 
fered, and what compensation it may he | 
possible to make. Meanwhile ‘‘We who are 
still free’ owe them grateful remem- 
brance, full recognition for the heroism 
they displayed, and anything we can do to 
alleviate the miseries of their captivity. 


Saved for France 


The reason for extending British con- 
trol over the whole of the island of Mada- 
gascar has been made public. With the 
connivance of Laval, the island was being 
transformed into an operating base for 
Japanese submarines and air forces, from 
which to prey upon Allied and _ neutral 
merchant vessels plying to India, Persia 
and Egypt. 

Japanese underwater craft have been 
refuelled at Madagascar ports. Japanese 
and German agents have been busy 
preaching their propaganda among the 
native population. A dozen Allied and 
neutral transports have been attacked in 
the Mozambique channel, probably by 


submarines or planes harbored and sup- 
plied in the Vichy-controlled part of the 
island. : 

The history of events in Indo-China 
was repeating in Madagascar, with the 
consent—if not the actual approval—of 
the men at Vichy who call themselves the 
government of France. In the end, French 
authority would have been set aside there, 
as it has been in Indo-China, and the 
island added to the list of Japanese occu- 
pied and controlled areas. That was the 
next section of the empire of France to be 
handed over to the Axis powers, 

The establishment of British control 
will accomplish the double purpose of re- 
moving a menace to Allied shipping and of 
saving Madagascar for France. When the 
control is complete a Fighting French ad- 
ministration will be set up, as in New 


Caledonia. And when France regains its 
liberty that part of its colonial empire will 
automatically pass again into its posses- 
sion, 


Too Much Wheat? 


An estimate given out by the Bureau 
of Statistics states that Canada has an 
all-time record crop of wheat, likely to 
yield more than 615 million bushels. The 
greatest former yield was 566 million 
bushels, in 1928, 

Circumstances tend to obscure the im- 
portance of this remarkable crop, to the 
farmers and to the nation. The elevators 


are already filled to two-thirds their 
capacity by wheat carried over from 
former years. Farm labor is scarce. And 


in the west a considerable proportion of 
the grain has gone down under the force 
of wind and rain, and will be difficult to 
harvest, 

Harvesting troubles and _ storage 
troubles are the things first suggested by 
the announcement from the Bureau, and 
they seem to make the record yield look 
like a bootless gift from nature. 

But that is only seeming. The news is 
good news, and the unprecedented ava- 
lanche of wheat that will soon be poured 
from the separators is a real boon to the 
growers and to the country. It may also 
be of more importance than we can fore-

At a base price of 90 cents a bushel, 
600 million bushels of wheat will put as 
much wheat-money in circulation as a 
smaller crop at a much higher price. To 
the farmers, and to business, the big crop 
at this year's higher price will far out- 
rank in importance last year’s crop of 
about half the amount at the 70 cents base 
price then existing. 

The broader significance is the added 
assurance that Britain and Russia—and 
our friends in the occupied countries— 
wlll not lack food if means can be found to 
deliver it to them.

An important feature of our war 
production which has received 
little publie attention is that car- 
ried on by the Government itself 
through companies which it has 
set up and finapeed. These all met 
special needs in which prompt ac- 
tion was called for. Many engage 
in manufacture, while others pro 
| cure materials or supervise and 
facilitate production by private 
companies. They cover a_ large 
field and the Government has put 
hundreds of millions of dollars 
into them, Economy of production 
was not the chief object, though 
that has resulted, 

For instance, Small Arms Lim 
ited was organized in August, 1940, 
for the manufacture of rifles and 
bayonets, Atlas Plant Extension 
Limited was formed in October, 
1940, to produce alloy steel and 
gun forgings. Last year, Wartime 
Merchant Shipping was establish- 
| ed to administer and supervise a 
| very large program of cargo ves- 
j sel constuction, The produclon

| In some cases, as in the manu- 
| facture of explosives, the Govern- 
|ment built the plants and handed 
| them over to private companies to 
operate on a management-fee 
| basis, which costs the Government 
less than a percentage on produc- 
tion. 


There are twenty companies in 
all, with varied purposes and 
serving well the war effort of the 
country. The Government be- 
hind them all, but not in direct 
|control. It depends on the volun- 
tary service and ability of hun- 
dreds of Canadian business execu- 
tives. 

Because the control is placed in 
the hands of the business men on 
the directorates, the country gets 
the benefit of their experience and 
ability along special lines, and 
they are able to move fast, taking 
immediate action whenever neces- 
sary, without waiting for Govern 
ment approval as the branch of a 
department would have to do

Realism, Not Emotion, Must 
Decide Time of Second Front 


This question of a second front in 
Europe is full of emotional dyna- 
mite and threatens to become an 
instrument of cleavage and disunity 
at a time when unity of purpose 
and mutual trust are most to be 
desired. 


Not unnaturally, those who are 
of the “left” suspect that highly 
placed persons in Britain and the 
United States are still obsessed 
with a desire to see Germany and 
Russia destroy each other, leaving 
the Anglo-Saxon powers-to admin- 
ister the coup de grace when they 
are good and ready and can do it 
cheaply. Whereafter, these powers 
will be able to enjoy the fruits of 
victory. 

There may have been a few 
cynics in positions of influence 
who have held this view. But it is 
morally certain that 
Churchill, Roosevelt, Cripps, At- 
lee, Bevin and Morrison are not 


included among their number. 
Britain and the United States 
have been committed publicly by 


their respective leaders to open a 
second front in Europe in 1942. 
Since the Moscow conference, both 
Mr. Churchill and President Roose- 
velt have reaffirmed their inten- 
tions, and declared that plans for 
offensive action in the European 
theatre of war have been drawn 
up and are agreed upon.: No one

of opening another front. in Eu- 
rope, nor be content with anything 
less than the application of the 
greatest pvssible force at the earli- 
est possible moment to relieve the 
pressure on Russia. 


SHOULD NOT 
COURT DISASTER 


So great is the emotional tension, | 


however, that some people will be- 
come indignant at the very sugges- 
tion of problems which must be 
examined and solved before action 
is taken. No one is more impatient 
of the delay than the present writer. 


But indignation should not be di-| 


rected at those who are unwilling 
to court

ment and labor in the war factories 
which are turning out the equip- 
ment. 

The risk of failing in any conti- 
ental enterprise is one which 
should be taken only if the peril to 
| Russia threatens to destroy her 
| military effectiveness in Europe in 
|the next few months. This conclu- 
sion is not based on whether or not 
the Anglo-American combination 
will suffer loss, humiliation and 
hardship, Those sacrifices we must 
be prepared to make quickly and 
willingly. But the failure of major 
| Anglo-American operations in west- 
ern Europe would prolong the war 
so much that the Russians them- 
selves would lose millions more 
men, and the enslaved people of 
Europe would be lifited for a mo- 
| ment, compelled to expose them; 
|selves, then plunged into an abyss 
|of despair and retribution.

{would put Germany out of the war 
within a matter of months, save 
millions of lives, Russian as well as 
| Anglo-Saxon, and redeem the peo-

Beulah Home Provides Refuge — 
For Many Unmarried Mothers 


Thirty-three years of service 
and rescue work will be complet- 


ed Sunday, Sept. 13, when Beulah 

Home will celebrate the date of 
its founding. The public is invited 
to visit the home, at 101 street 
and 134 avenue on the anniver- 
sary. 

It was on a cold winter day in 
1907 that Maude E, Chatham came 
to Edmonton to participate in city 
mission work. Miss Clara Schafer, 


| 


now Mrs. J. Price, was her first as- | 
sistant, and later Miss M. A. White, | 


who is now Mrs. Mary A, Finlay, 


superintendent of the home, became | 


a co-worker, 

These three women laid the foun- 
dations by openeing the Beulah 
Mission, in what had been a cafe 
of questionable character on Peace 
avenue, now 103 street. This mission 
was inter-denominational, and in- 


tended as a shelter for men, but | 
soon there were so many requests | 


to help women, that another build- 
ing was rented. 


CHANGES NAME 

The Mission became the Beulah 
Home two years after its founding, 
and shortly afterwards, A. Ronald, 
an Edmonton business man, donat- 
ed its present site. 

Assistance is given the home by 
the Community Chest. 


| 
Beulah Home is now a shelter for 


unmarried mothers and their babies. 
“Its purpose,” says Mrs. Finlay, “is 


to provide a sanctuary for those | 


whom society has turned against, 
and to restore them to a life of use- 
ful citizenship and faith.” 

Visitors are impressed by the 
homelike atmosphere of this shelt- 
er, and by the excellent physical 
and mental care that is given to the 
girls. Included on the staff are two 
trained nurses, and competent doc- 
tors are on call at all times. Admin- 
istrative affairs are handled by 2 
board of directors. 

Mothers are given the choice of 
keeping their babies,’ or offering 
them for adoption, and until the 
last few years, about 50 per cent 
kept their babies. 


THE PROCEDURE 

In this case, the child becomes a 
ward of the home for one year to 
enable the mother to secure a posi- 
tion and readjust herself in society. 
The other girls remain at the home 
about a month after their babies 


are born.

While staying there, the girls are 


expected to take part in the man- 
agement and duties. Some prefer to 
work in the nursery, others in the

Developments on the fighting 
fronts in southern Russia suggest 
that the German command is con- 
centrating on the catpure of Stalin- 
grad before pursuing its other ob- 
jectives. The Germans have made 
little progress on the Caucasian 
front either toward the Black Sea 
or the Caspian, but are reported 
pouring reinforcements against the 
Stalingrad defence lines.

This is a bad lookout, because the 
organization of defences would be 
still further complicated by precise 
and concentrated aerial bombard- 
ment which would close the streets, 
make roads unusable and disrupt 
the essential services necessary to 
maintain organized civilian exist- 
ence.

UR generation has had a big obsession but not a 
“magnificent obsession”. It 
satiable craving for “things” and almost burned its 


has developed an in- 


soul out to obtain them. While judgment for this greed is now 
upon us we are but stowly being convinced of our sin. 

At his Enthronement service the Archbishop of Canterbury 
said, “The world is learning its helplessness apart from God, but 
learning it slowly.” This statement puts its index finger on the 
chief cause of our trouble—the fact that, in the main, we are 


living apart from God. 


“We have 


tried to play our own 


Providence,” says Dr. Geo. A. Buttrick. And what a price we 


have paid! 


It is time for a change of heart and conduct. We must 
proceed immediately to cultivate a new atmosphere, a new 
awareness of God—what Brother Lawrence calls “The Practice 


of the Presence”. 


A few years ago Dean Inge selected the following Inscription 
for the side chapel in Westminster Church, as suitable for the 
present age, “Be still and know that I am God". We must find 


time for this stillness. 


Then we need a new quality of Leadership, a quality devoid 
of self-interest--What John Oxenham had in mind when he 


wrote; 


“What we lack and sorely need, 

For lack of which we bleed and bleed, 

Is men of a more Godly breed”. 
T. E. Lawrence, in describing the army which he led victoriously 
to Damascus tells us that the men required as a Leader one who 
ate with them, wore what they wore, lived on a level with them 
“and yet appeared better in himself”. Leaders must be on a level 
with their followers. yet above them. Theirs must be the wisdom 
that comes from above, and the love that shares the burdens 


of men. 


Then we must have a new Objective, and that must be

OTTAWA, Sept. 12.—(CP)—As a 
Jast-minute reminder to Canadian 
women between 20 and 24 years of 
age who are compelled by law to 
register with National Selective 
Service next week, Mrs. Rex Eaton, 
assistant director of National Selec- 
tive Service, said Friday women 
should avoid making any errors by 
carefully checking the list of those 
who must register, 

With only four exceptions, all 
women in the 20 to 24 years old 
group must register, whether they 
are married or single. Those who 
will not be required to register at 
this time are: (1) Women now em- 
ployed with insurable companies 
and in possession of Unemployment 
Insurance Commission registration 
cards 411 or 413; (2) Inmates in in- 
stitutions; (3) Women in the armed 
forces; and (4) Members of religi- 
ous orders.

Services are dupli- 
cated. Can it be a fact that it is 
the deliberate intention of this gov- 
ernment to be non-co-operative? 
“You recall the contribution of 
our premier to the fiasco which 
resulted when the Royal Commis- 
| sion on dominion-provincial-rela- 
|tions first assembled at Ottawa— 
you require in this province a gov- 
ernment whose ideas are not ever- 
lastingly clashing with those of the 
dominion.

PUBLIC HEALTH 

Public Health: Were I asked what 
in my opinion is the reform in 
public health matters which 
screams most loudly to be made at 
this time, my answer would be the 
provision of medical, hospital, nurs- 
ing, dental and health services on 
a contributory basis. 

“My friends, that reform has def- 
initely passed the conjectural stage. 
By order-in-council of February 
5th last the Dominion house, under 
the powers granted it by the de- 
partment of pensions and national 
health act, ordered the establish- 
ment of an advisory committee on 
health insurance, the securing of 
all factual data relating to health 
insurance and the setting up of a 
scheme capable of statutory enact- 
ment. At its last sessions at Jasper 
| the general council of the Cana- 
dian Medical association stated that 
the general principles upon which 
| the health insurance plan should 
be set up had been laid down, and 
that the medical profession were 
eager and willing that the plan 
| should be adopted. 

“This act, when formulated, will 
require supplementary legislation 
by this province to make ii effect- 
ive here. Having some knowledge 
of the impossible burden to the 
average citizen of these services, 
I would be an ardent advocater of 
such legisiation when it comes be- 
fore the local house.”

Canadian, Briton

CAIRO, Sept. 12—(CP)—FIt. Lt. 
Rick Lawrence, 27-year-old mem- 
ber of the Royal Canadian 
Force, shared with an English pilot 
a victory over a Messerschmitt 109 
which they shot down while it 
was strafing a desert airdrome yes- 


terday.

“We ust ‘nipped in’ and knocked 
him down,” said Lawrence, a logger, 
trapper and lumberack in peace- 
time. “He was asking for it. I 
gave him a burst from 50 yards 
His fuselage was hit amidships 
and the aircraft belched black and | 
white smoke.
